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Baba Banda Singh Bahadar (1670-1716) Is considered ont of the greatest and 
most hallowed warriors and martyr, of the Sikhs Hp hc< .imp Sikh w,.mor known 
for hisstruggli* against Iho Mughal I mpire in the early eighteenth century. 

Famous for the sack of the Mughal provincial capital, Sarhind, he is revered as 
one of the most hallowed martyrs of the Khalsa. His confrontation with the Mughal 
administration in Northern India, though brief, was strong enough to shake its 
foundations. The agrarian uprising that he led in the Punjab was the foundation on 
which the Dal Khalsa, the Sikh Misls and Maharaja Ranjit Singh built the edifice 
which finally culminated with Ranjit Singh capturing Lahore in 1799 and 
establishing the Sikh Kingdom of the Punjab, including colonization of deeper 
Afghanistan, in Muslim heartland. 

One of the most revolutionary acts of Baba Banda Singh Bahadur, after 
establishing his authority in Punjab, was the abolition of the zamtndari system, and 
granting proprietary rights to the actual tillers of the land. 

To mark the 300th anniversary of the victory of Sarhind by Baba Banda Singh 
Bahadar, a special Fateh Samagam has been organized from 16-18th July 2010 at 
Guru Nanak Sikh School, Hayes. As part of the programme, on 18th July, a Fateh 
March will proceed from Sri Gurdwara Singh Sabha, Southall to Guru Nanak Sikh 
School, Hayes. Ten Prominent practising Sikhs from round the World will be 
honoured who have reached the top of their career while being loyal to Guru Sahib 
and the Khalsa Panth. Also, a statue of Baba Banda Singh Bahadar will be unveiled 
and installed in the forecourt of the school to join with a similar statue of Maharaja 
Ranjit Singh that was installed in 2002. And a new wing of the- 
school will be opened in September 2010, costing £20M, which 
will also incorporate a 'State of the Art' Gurdwara Sahib.

Baba Banda Singh Bahadar was appointed the 
Chief Genera] of the Sikh army by Guru Gobind 
Singh Fi. Guru Sahib granted him the task of 
securing the freedom of the Sikh homeland from the 

foreign tyrant rulers. 

Baba Banda" Singh Bahadar, the eighteenth- 
century Sikh warrior who tor the first time 
seized territory lor the Khalsa and paved the 
way tor the ultimate conquest of the Punjab 
by them, was born as Lachhman Dev on 16 
, October 1670 at Rajoun in the Punchh 
district of Kashmir. His lather was Ram 
Dev, a ploughman. True to the very traditions of Ins 
times, Lachhman Dev developed into a youth of 
active habits, full of energy and fond of playing and 
wrestling with a wandering lust for the jungles. 
Since his early boyhood, he was fond of shooting, 
minting and archery. The sight of a dying doe 
wiring one of the hunting excursions proved a 
turning-point in his life.

Nishan Sahib, Hukamnama and five arrow s from his 
own quiver as emblems of authority and 
accompanied by five Sikhs Binod Singh, Kahan 
Singh, Baj Singh, Daya Singh and Rani Singh, he 
set out towards the north determined to chastise the 
tyrannical Mughal faujdar of Sirhand. As he reached 
Punjab, Sikhs began to show their solidarity with 
his mission, amongst the first to join him were Bhai 
Fateh Singh (a descendant of Bhai Bhagatu), Karam 
Singh and Dhararn Singh (descendants of Bhai 
Rupa) and All Singh, Mali Singh and odier Sikhs of 
Salaudi. The ancestors of Phulkian rulers, Ram 
Singh and Tilok Singh provided material help. 

Baba Banda Singh enjoyed a good following by 
the time he reached Punjab. There came certain 
moments when he expressed anxiety as to who 
would bear die huge expenditure. But the 
Ai d as (prayers) had such an ^ 
impact that the common folk flk ftB 
began to come forth with i ^^^™^' 
the amount of daswandh 
(one tenth of the income) at 
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their disposal. Baba Ji, very generous as he already 
was, began to spend money without any reservation. 
He helped the poor and the needy. No one went 
hack empty handed after meeting him. It was 
declared by the beat of the drum that whosoever 
had been distressed by the authorities could tile 
complaint directly with the Khalsa. 

Banda Singh Bahadar first resolved to commence 
operations by teaching a lesson to the faujdar of 
Kaithal for the attrocities committed by him and 
then to attack Samana. In November 1709, Banda 
Singh attacked Samana, the native town of Jalal-ud- 
Din, the executioner of Guru Tegh Bahadar, and of 
the two executioners - Shashal Beg and Bashal Beg 
who had volunteered to behead Guru Gobind Singh 

Ji's two young sons, at Sirhand. 
Samana was reduced into a mass of

smoking ruins. 

After the attack of Samana, Banda Singh 
occupied Ghurham, Thaska, Shahabad and 
Mustafabad. The town of Kapuri near Patiala, 
whose faujdar, Qadam-ud-Din, was notorious for 
his atrocities on Hindus and Sikhs, was razed to the 
ground. 

Next came the turn of Sadhaura, whose chief, 
Usman Khan, had not only opressed the Hindus but 
had also tortured to death the Muslim saint, Sayyid 
Buddhu Shah, for having helped Guru Gobind 
Singh JI in the battle of Bhangani. Baba Banda 
Singh marched towards Sadhaura to avenge the 
torture and death of Pir Buddhu Shah as per 
injunction of the Guru. Pir Buddhu Shah had 
fought the batde Bhangani from the Guru's side 
with his five hundred followers and four sons. Two 

of his sons and about a 
.hundred followers had 
fought heroically to 
death in the batde. 
On the eve of his 
victory over 
Sadhaura, Baba 
Banda Singh got the 





sacred articles of Guru Ji 
bestowed upon Pir Ji 
procured and handed 
them over to the family 
of Pir Buddhu Shah. 

It came to the notice of 
Baba Banda Singh Bahadar 
that some of the assailants indulged in Icx>t and 
plunder, so he reminded them of the Guru's 
injunction that protect the innocent and at the same 
time the tyrant should not be spared. He also 
instructed to rule according to the Sikh tenets and 
no one should be allowed to indulge in loot and 
heinous activities. 

Baba Banda Singh took this long drcuitioui 
route for two reasons, first to await for Sikhs from 
the Doaba and Majha areas of Punjab to join his 
force before he attacked Sirhand where wo younger 
Sahibzadas of Guru Sahib - Baba Fateh Singh and 
Baba Zorawar Singh had met with a cruel fete at the 
hands of Wazir Khan, the Mughal governor. And 
secondly to cut off Sirhand from its satellite towns 
like Shahbad etc., to weaken it strategically. * 

Wazir Khan was being apprised of Bfnua 
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evil doers. 

.uul put the Sikh and 
Hindu populace behind the bars. 
He imposed restrictions on the troops. He was 
feeling very much perturbed. iMeanwhilc, the Khalsa 
at Amritsar received the happy new s of Baba Banda 
Singh Bahadar's destruction of Samana and 
Sadhaura with satisfaction. The Singhs adopted a 
Uirmata at Akal Takht Sahib to devastate Sirhand 
before retiring. 
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TTic Singhs from Western side marched towards 
Sirhand via Kartarpur, Jalandhar and Hoshiarpur 
after crossing Satluj towards the hills and passing 
through Ropar and Kharar to join the Singhs being 
led by Baba Banda Singh for a common attack. The 
Singhs met the advancing troops of Baba Banda 
Singh on the Banur-Kharar road with sky rending 
ovations of "Bole so Nihal - Sat Sri Altai". 

Nawab Wazir Khan saw his very end hidden in 
this historic alliance. He conspired with the nephew 
of Sucha Nand to join Banda Singh's force and leave 
him amidst the battle. But Baba Ji saw 
through his plot and commented that 




osocver is nor true to his salt, dies instantly. On 
seeing his schemes a failure, Wazir khan raised 
Haidri flag and prtvlaimed Jehad or a religious war.

Baba Banda Singh Bahadars 
rule, though short lived, had a 
far reaching impact on the 
history of the Punjab. With it 
began the decav of the Mughal 
authority and the demolition of the feudal system ot 
societv it had created. He abolished the Zamindan 
gj stem and made the tillers masters of the land by 
interring upon them proprietory rights. He was 
liberal in his treatment of Hindus and Muslims 
manv of whom joined the Sikh faith and took up 
arms under him.

In Punjab, Baba Banda

The supplies 
having run out, the Sikhs suffered great hardship 
and lived on animal flesh which they had to eat raw 
owing to lack of firewood. To quote the Muslim 
diarist of the time, Khafi Khan, "Many died of 
dysentary and privation.... When all the grass was 
gone, they gathered leaves from the trees. When 
these were consumed, they stripped the bark and 
broke off the smal] shoots, dried them, ground them 
and used them instead of flour, thus keeping body 
and soul together. They collected the bones of 
animals and used them in the same wav. Some assert

that they saw a few of the Sikhs cut flesh from their 
own thighs, roast it, and eat it." 

For eight long months, the garrison resisted the 
siege under these gruesome 
conditions. The royal armies at last 
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0^ broke through and 
captured Baba Banda 
Singh and his famishine 
companions on 7 
December 1715. 
Every body was surprised 
as to how the Singhs 
could defer mighty 
Mughal army with such 
meager war weapons and 
equipments. 

They were at first taken 
to and paraded in the streets 
of Lahore and then sent to Delhi w here 
they arrived on 27 February 1716. The cavalcade to 
the imperial capital was an awful sight. The 
procession was so arranged as to impart a strict 
lesson to others. Besides 740 Sikh prisoners in hcaw 
chains forced to walk on feet, it comprised 
^ven hundred cartloads of the heads of the 
s *hs xvith anot her 2,000 
st uck upon pikes. Each 
head was fixed on spear 
was carried away by 
a ^per.

On 
hearing the arrest and death sentence of her son, his 
mother somehow reached Delhi. She made an 
appc.il before the Emperor that her son had been led 
astray; he is not a Sikh and his life should be spared. 
The Emperor issued orders for his release. 

The mother reached the very dav w hen son was 
marked for execution. He was going to be killed by 



the executioner. 1 he Kotwal carried out the order 
with the remarks that according to the mother ol 
the youngman, he is not a Sikh by faith. The boy 
declined to go and shouted, "Mv mother is a liar. I 
am a devoted Sikh of the Guru. Finish me with my 
companions. I have no time to lose. The delay is 
painful to mc." [Tie heart-rending cries of his 
mother could not budge him. 

Everybody was surprised to witness as the boy 
rushed back to his place, put his head before the 
executioner and was martyred.

They even tortured Baba Ji for six month 
enquire about their lost treasure. They did 
believe that all the treasure had been distributed 
amongst the needy. 

Then Baba Banda Singh Bahadar and his 
remaining companions were taken to the tomb 
of Khwaja Qutb ud-din Bakhtiyar Kaki, near 
the Qutab Minar. There he was offered the 
choice between Islam and death. Upon his 
refusal to renounce his faith, his four-year* 
old son, Ajai Singh, was hacked to pieces 
before his eyes and his heart and liver 
was forcibly put in Baba Jfs mouth. But 
he displayed heavenly calmness. 
There was no expression of grief 
and was unruffled. He himself 
was subjected to the harshest 
torments. His eyes were pulled out and 
hands and feet chopped off. His flesh was torn with 
red-hot pincers and finally his body was cut up limb 
by limb. This occurred on 25 June 1716. 

Baba Banda Singh Bahadar sacrificed himself 
alongwith the companions, but never let the faith be 
tarnished. The Sikhs neither let the flag down 
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with

Singh Ji nor let its colour fade by dint 
of their sacrifices, despite paying 
heavily for the fulfillment of this ^ 
purpose. 

Before leaving for his 
heavenly abode, Guru >
